“What Is now Eritrea began In 
1870," says an article b> Harold 
Lechenperg, In the National Cieo- 
graphlc Magazine, "when the Italian 
Kubnttlno Steamship company need 
**d a coaling station In the Kcd sea 
; and bought the Bay nf Assnb and 
its miserable oasis from a petty 
' local ruler, the Sultan of Knheitn. 

"By 1870 a small Italian military 
force had landed In Assnb and hoist¬ 
'd the Itnllnn flag In this corner or 
the world. Today, that red. white 
| and green banner flies over n strip 
! of Red sen const which Is 070 miles 
| long. Inland from Assnb across the 
desert, rise the cool highlands of 
! Ethiopia (Abyssinia), 

"Torrid, barren, and fever-stricken 
Is the const that stretches northwest 
from Assnb, hut as you approach the 
port of Massnua the topography be¬ 
gins to change. Behind Massnua the 
green highlands rise In steep embank¬ 
ments, forming a sort of gateway tj 
the Interior of Africa. 

"It was when Italy occupied Mas- 
v *nun In 1885 that Eritrea took def¬ 
inite shape; now the area ruled by- 
Italy stretches Inland In some places 
-20 miles or more to the frontiers of 
Ethiopia and the Anglo Egyptian 
Sudan. 

"In brief, within 20 years after the 
Ruhattino company bought Assnb as 
a coaling station which was never 
developed, Italy’s colony here had 
come ro cover nearly 46.000 square 
miles of Afrlcn. On January 1, 18INI. 
this new colony was christened 
Eritrea by the Italian government, In 
remembrance of the 'Mare Ery- 
thraeurn,' ns the old Romans called 
the waters of this part of the world. 

‘"I Journeyed from Assnb to Mas- 
>aua and until then I had never 
really known what heat was,’ says ' 
the author. ’Even a day-long croco¬ 
dile hunt In India, with the thermom¬ 
eter at 117 degree*. Fahrenheit, was | 
cooler than a walk through Mnssaua, 
where In summer the thermometer 
often hits 120 In the shade. The 
short stroll from the small post- 
steamer landing, over the shadeless 
pier of the new harbor grounds to 
the Hotel Savoln. proved a feat of 1 


steamy air they toll with a mean 
temperature for July of 04 degrees 
Fahrenheit, 20 degrees hotter than 
the average lor the hottest month 1/.

School tasks should be shortened 
ns to time nnd ntnount, nnd no extra 
tasks, such ns music, sewing nnd 
special studies should be Imposed on 
nenr-slghted children. Good print In 
the books thnt arc rend, proper light 
and proper posture nre Important.

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Reducing Weight 

AS YOU know, there are two 
i \ main classes of overweight. 
The first is made tip of those who 
have always been heavy; were big 
babies or put on a great amount 
of weight at puberty—14 to 16 
years of age. The second is made 
up of those who have simply eaten 
more thnn their bodies required nnd 
because they are overweight take lit¬ 
tle or no exercise. 

The first type Is spoken of ns endo¬ 
genic ohetUty (overweight) because the 
cause Is within themselves—glands 
thnt nre not active enough—nnd the 
second Is called exogenic obesity be¬ 
cause it conies from outside the body— 
eating too much food. 

However, whether the obesity is due 
to the glands or to eating too much, 
the reduction In weight to a very large 
extent should he accomplished by cut¬ 
ting down on the amounet of food 
eaten. 

Dr. O. Arany, Berlin, stresses three 
points for those whose overweight Is 
due to overeating. (1) Cutting down 
on the amount of food eaten; (2) in¬ 
creasing the amount 

P of exercise taken 
which calls for more 
oxygen to burn or use 
up the body tissues, 
and (3) regulating the 
water exchange by in- 
amount 
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ton belie it's that Italy has been corn- 
polled to pay cash for merchandise, 
with credits closely held, and that this 
is the really Important explanation of 
the drop of three billion lire In the 
! gold holdings of the Bank of Italy. 

To the contention that Germany was 
able to go on fighting for years while 
under vlrtunl blockade, diplomats an¬ 
swer that the cases are very different. 
Within the central powers was a 
stretch of territory from the Baltic to 
the Black sens, nnd extending beyond 
the Black Into Asia. This territory has 
tremendous diversification of products, 
including those eesential for war— 
metals, oil and food. Moreover, Ger¬ 
many was able to buy from Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland and 
Switzerland. Italy must buy virtually 
all her metals and oil, and a great deal 
of food. 

After effects of the World war dem¬ 
onstrated rather forcibly what could 
happen to credlte. Conviction that 
Ltaly will take a ghastly economic beat¬ 
ing In the present war. no matter 
what military glorlee she may achieve, 
lends point to this. And her gold sup¬ 
ply does not promise long continuance 
of cash payments. 

Neutrality Act 

A fight to broaden the neutrality act 
so thnt the President would be author¬ 
ized to prohibit export to belligerents 
not only of “arms, ammunition and im¬ 
plements of war,” ns the present act 
reads, but “munitions," so »g to in¬ 
clude cotton, copper, chemicals, acids, 
in fact, all materials, ranging from 
foodstuffs to mules, usually regarded 
as war supplies, will start with the 
tap of the gavel when congress con¬ 
venes in Juuuary. 

The administration is enibnrrassed 
now by the lack of authority in the 
neutrality law, hut will he even more 
embarrassed when the fight In congress 
comes—especially because of the po¬ 
litical pressure against even the 
grant of authority to ban cotton and 
copper. 

At the time the neutrality act 
passed, President Roosevelt expressed 
only one regret—that the net did not i 
ban foreign loans for war purposes. I 
The narrowness of language In the j 
neutrality act detluing war supplies 
was not at once noticed by officials. It 
was assumed until very recently, for 
example, that the President could add 
cotton, or copper, or chemicals and 
adds used for explosives, etc. In fact, 
there was a broad inference in official 
quarters after the President's procla¬ 
mation that items would be added 
from time to time. 

Watch Shipments 

The government does not intend to 
hamper export trade unduly in seeking 
to discover if shipments to neutral 
countries are Intended for belligerents, 
officials insist, hut they point out that 
they have been catching such viola¬ 
tions, with respect to Latin-Americnn 
wars, “every week or so,” and say the 
same sort of watch will be kept on 
shipments to any country which might 
pass them on, either to Italy or Ethi¬ 
opia. Which of course means prima¬ 
rily Italy. 

For instance, if there should he a 
heavy shipment of explosives or guns 
to Germany, the government may re¬ 
quire substantial proof that the ship¬ 
ment Is not going any further, or Is 
not going to replace similar supplies 
sold to Italy. 

Newspapers, according to officials, 
have enormously exaggerated the 
amount of raw materials Italy bought 
In anticipation of this war. They do 
not deny that Italy has laid in a sup¬ 
ply of raw materials, but Insist thnt in 
most instances the amounts purchased 
nre not greatly in excess of normal 
purchases. 

"ii the other hand Is the tremendous 
shrinking in the Bunk of Ituly's gold 
supply. 

Which would seem to i indicate, espe¬ 
cially as unofficial Information is that 
the gold supply has been coming down 
sharply since Seteiuber 20, that Italy 
has been buying heavily, despite offi¬ 
cial reports to the contrary. 

Which brings up the whole question 
of credit. Leaving out the dire possi¬ 
bility that Greut Britain may declare 
war on Italy, and blockade her, will 
Italy he able to buy American cotton, 
copper and other “war supplies” other 
than “arms, ammunition and imple¬ 
ments of war/' Certainly there would 
be plenty of political pressure to en 
courage this, but would American 
bunkers be willing to extend credit to 
finance such sulea after Italy’s gold 
•upply has been stripped down to the 
danger mark—wherever that is? 

Qjhnany fought the war without 
much credit from neutrals, hut she had 
tremendous supplies of the vital war 
requirements.

Now it Is beyond denial that cer¬ 
tain very important figures in the 
New Deal nre convinced It would be 
an excellent thing if Morgenthau were 
sent to Spain—or to the Fiji islands— 
anywhere out of touch with Washing¬ 
ton. They regard him, to put it mild¬ 
ly, as a flop as secretary of the treas¬ 
ury. 

But to anyone who has watched 
Roosevelt It Is simply unthinkable that 
Morgenthau would be thus humiliated. 
He went to extreme lengths to avoid 
humiliating William H. Woodln, who 
was a far worse secretary—from the 
White House standpoint—than Mor¬ 
genthau. Woodln disagreed distress¬ 
ingly with most of the New Deal pol¬ 
icies. His personal loyalty to Roose¬ 
velt prevented his resigning, for a 
long time, despite the excellent ex¬ 
cuse of his health, but he actually had 
nothing to do with formulating the 
more important phases of treasury 
policy. 

Whereas Morgenthau has been the 
Ideal “Yes Man" to the President His 
first thought at all times is to do Just 
precisely what the President wants, 
and to tell the President that any 
Rooseveltlun idea is simply swell. He 
has never sought self-glorificntlon in 
the public prints, and has not Joined 
in any conspiracies to unseat Presi¬ 
dential favorites from their places 
near the throne. 

Morgenthau Will Stay 

So this observer believes that Mr. 
Morgenthau will serve ns secretary of 
the treasury as long as he wants, and, 
when his time comes to go, will get a 
wonderful send-off, nnd with no such 
lame excuse as “promoting” him to be 
ambassador to Spain. 

Then there Is the story about Her¬ 
bert Hoover's motive in attracting go 
much limelight. This is that Hoover j 
really has no Idea of being a enndi | 
date, but Intends to hold the lime- j 
light and make no statement which 
would take him utit of the apparent 
race before, say, n**xt February. The 
explanation given for tills Is that 
Hoover wants to shield any other pos¬ 
sible Republican nominee from being 
put on the spot as to the soldier bonus. 
By February. Washington believes, the 
bonus will have passed into history, 
with Its passage over Roosevelt's veto, 
and hence will no longer be an Issue. 

This writer still believes, anti on ex 
cellent authority from dose lieutenants 
of the former President, that he craves 
a vindication, that he would like to 
have tha nomination forced on him, 
but that with very little urging he 
would step out actively and go after it. 

Most of the stories going around 
nre Just as silly ns that one now ex¬ 
ploded about Roosevelt's shelving 
Garner and putting up some one for 
Vice President next year who would 
draw strength In some state or sec¬ 
tion more doubtful than Texas Is ex¬ 
pected to he. 

No Real Conflagration 

Belief that Italy will eventually have 
to yield to economic pressure is very 
strong in diplomatic circles here. The 
opinion of the diplomats, perhaps the 
best Informed persons as to actual 
renditions, is that there will not he 
any reul conflagration. They do not 
believe, for example, that Britain will 
ever actually blockade Italy, which 
dire possibility would lead to tremen¬ 
dous consequences. 

They point out, however, that, con¬ 
trary m popular opinion, Germany Is 
not sympathetic with Italy, hut anx¬ 
ious to go along with Great Britain. 
They do not believe, therefore, that 
Germany will supply Italy with the i 
needed inanitions—using munitions in 
the broad sense of things necessary 
in time of war, and not confining it, 
us the United States neutrality net 
does, to “arms, ammunition nnd im¬ 
plements of war."

at which the body processes work) and 
when the food intake he reduced by as 
much ns 20 to 30 per cent below the 
food Intake that these measurments re¬ 
quire. He suggests that bulky foods 
such as cabbage, lettuce, celery, spin¬ 
ach, fruits, vegetables (except potato), 
graham bread, breakfast foods from 
wholegrains (oatmeal, shredded wheat) 
he eaten in large quantities because 
there is so much roughage (fiber) re¬ 
maining after digestion. These foods 
have less fuel value or calories thnn 
more concentrated foods nnd also help 
I to prevent constipation. 

The foods that are rich or concen¬ 
trated an»l do not have much roughage 
are sugar, white bread, highly milled 
breakfast foods, meat, potato, fats, 
and milk. These foods should he re¬ 
duced In amount. 

The second point, muscular exercise. 
Is very important, ns exercise Increases 
heart and lung uctlon and the in 
creased oxygen coming into the lungs 
burns up the fat tissue in and on the 
body. He warns those who are over¬ 
weight to begin with light exercise 
and gradually increase It; the strength 
of the heart, lungs, nnd circulation 
or blood pressure being carefully 
watched. 

The third point—the water balance— 
is very Important as overweights car¬ 
ry an excess of water in proportion to 
the excess in fat. As mentioned be¬ 
fore. one pound of fat carries three 
and one-half pounds of water with It. 
simply because fat tissue holds so 
much more water than an active tis¬ 
sue like muscle. 

Water Is removed from the body 
(and water means weight) by situ- i 
ply cutting down on the amount of 
fluid taken—water, tea, coffee, soft or ; 
bard drinks—by inducing sweating by 
steam or Turkish baths, and some¬ 
times by taking drugs to drive out 
fluids by way of the kidneys. 

it Is amusing to see an overweight 
individual weigh himself, take n fair¬ 
ly long Turkish bath nnd lose three 
to five pounds and when he is ready to 
leave, weigh himself again only to 
find that he as heavy ns before he took 
the Turkish bath. This is due, of 
course, to the fact', that after emerg¬ 
ing fri»m the bath, he drank a number 
of glasses of water which replaced tin* 
water removed from his body by the 
Turkish bath. The removal of the wa¬ 
ter and its replacement was good for 
him. hut it prevented the loss of 
weight. 

Boxers, Jockeys, and others who must 
“malo a certain weight by a certain 
time often have the weight removed by 
the Turkish bath, but drink little or 
no water, and so ure able to make the 
desired weight 

Doctor Arany's suggestions to reduce 
weight are in accord with those in gen¬ 
eral use—less food, more exercise, less 
water or other fluid.
